London, May 14. — Tile Daily News 
corresiRUideut, A. G. Hales, who -was 
taken prisoner by the Boers and returned 
liy them to Gen. Gntacre,- sends his 
paper an account of how tlie Boers re- 
i-eivcd the news of Cronje's surrender. 

" Some who had eKoai>od from Crouju'a 
Inager brought in the fateful news.

Others 
stood leaning upon their rifles with 
bauds hard gripped until one would think 
tlie tightened muscles would leave the 
impress of the straining fingers upon the 
cold steel. Others agaiu crowded to- 
gether and looked dumbly from face to 
face, like cattle foregathered to the 
shambles. If Cronje had loved his 
country linlf as well as his country 
loved him, he would have marched right 
on to the point of n British bayonet on 
that morning so disastrous to tlie Boer 
arms, aud have yielded up his life in 
order that the memory of. his name 
might have remaiqed as a watchword on 
the lips nnd in the hearts of his gallant 
ycomnn soldiery. ■ Cronje had been to 
the Boors as a god fashionied • put of 
marble. They found him at last to be 
only n man made out of mud,' and when 
he fell the Gape Dut^ cause and the 
Orange Free State fell with Wm; When 
he laid down bis arms - he' launched n 
thunderbolt into the Boer' camp which 
■wrecked it forever," ■ '

MONUOIO DOCTRINE. 

Looks Like Trouble . Between Bald- 
Ileaa d aud Double-IIeaded Eagles. 

Washington, D.C., May 14.— In view cf 
the references to the enforcement of the 
Monroe doctrine by Secretary Boot, Sen- 
ator Lodge and other prominent men, 
the state department has taken steiis to 
secure data on the suliject. The burden 
ot these speeches lum been the startling 
increase of the ticrniaii colonies in South 
iiud Central Amoricii, whic)i have been 
regarded ati nionncing the .Monroe doc- 
trine. It has also been asserted these 
German colonies maintain their home 
customs iu the new hind; having allnost 
.•lutouoiiious goverainciits within the lim- 
its of American republics nnd their col- 
onies are iu iact little Gorraunies wher- 
ever located. The state department has 
addressed an instruction to every United 
States minister aud consul in South and 
Central America to fully inform the de- 
partment on aU points to which refer- 
ence has been made. Of course, Ger- 
many is not referred to by name, lor 
such a direction might naturally give um- 
brage to the German gOTernment. The 
circular applies to colonists of all nation- 
altios.

Hjldyaid 
took Indoba, nnd it is reported that tlie 
Boers withdrew in disorder. 

(ien. Bullcr, who seems to be employ- 
ing his full strouglh, is expected to jiush 
on. His first marches were 45 iniled iu 
three days. He is thus breaking iillo 
British territory which hnd been admin- 
istered for six mouths by the Trans- 
vuiilers as tli<ough it were part of tboir 
republic, they holding courts aud levying 
taxes. His success, therefore, has poli- 
tical as well as military consequences. 

While Lord Roberts' infantrj- are con- 
centrating nt Kroonslad, where they will 
rest for a day or two, his horsemen 
have penetrated 18 miles northward. 
Two hundred Boors who had hidden lu 
the river jungles near ICroonstad to 
escape service, have surrendered to tlw 
British and taken the oath of allegianci 

According to a despatch from Bonnclt- 
burg to the Daily Telegraph, dated May 
10, Paul Botha and William McDonald, 
members of the Free State volksrand, 
demanded that the chairinnii should call 
a meeting to sue for peace, jis. Xnrther 
resistance was suicidal, nnd proposed to 
make President Steyn a px-i.-ioner. 

Nothing delinite has been hoard about 
the expected relief of Mafekiug. The 
Capetown correspondents contiuue to 
wire that relief is imminent, lixiug Tues- 
day or Wednesday as probatile dates. 

Inquirers at the war ollice are told 
that the news of the relief will be made 
public iuiiiiedialely upon its receipt. No 
word had come to hand at midnight. 

Upberts' Masfrely Movements Have Ut- 
terly Disheartened Them. 

Loudon, May 15. — (3.45 a.m.)- The lat- 
etit supposition concerning General Hun- 
ter is that possibly he is marching up the 
north bank of the Vaal with a force suf- 
ficient in co-operation with Lord- Roberts 
to render Boer defence of the Vaal fron- 
tier impracticable. 

East of Bloemfontein, General Rumlle 
is advancing toward Lndybrand. His 
troops and those u).' General Braba);,^re 
stretchiHl over a distauct' of tliirty niilcs. 
The Boers are described nts quite disor- 
ganized and are retreating northward. 
'The same stories of disintegration come 
from nearly every point where tiie En- 
glish correspondents are. 

Mr. i'.-l!:! well, formerly a correspond- 
ent nt Mafekiug who was put over the 
Transvaal border telegraphing from 
Lorenzo ]\Iarques Sunday, says: "Judg- 
ing from talks 1 have had with the Boer.i, 
the end of the war will come in a month 
or six Weeks. Mr. Steyukanip, cbniiinan 
of tlio second rand, wlio travelled with 
ihe, said that if the burghers wore press- 
ed from Pretoria they would retire to 
the district of the Lydenburg mountains, 
which had already been provisioned. He 
remarked that he hoped the burghers 
would stand firm, but he feared they 
were too broken in spirit. 

"I gathered from him tliat tlio wbohi 
available force of the Transvaal wuii- 
now in the tield, the final comiuandcri&« 
baying taken place last Thursday, ana 
that it is only the powerful, magnetism of 
President Kruger that keeps the .burgh- 
ers together." ',

London, May 14.— 3.12 p.m.— The war 
olliee has received the following despatch 
from Lord Roberts: 

•'Kroonstad, Sunday, May K!.— There 
were more casualties in the cavalry di- 
visions ou May 10 than reported by me. 

"I have been unable to get an exact 
aecoiint of what occurred as the coin- 
iii.'iiiding ollleer, Capt. Elswortliy, was 
killed, and two ofJicers were wounded at 
the .'■:iime time, and have been sent to the 
rear, but il would appear that a party of 
our men. going up to a kraal on wliich 
a wliite flag was flying, was suddenly al- 
tael:e<i iiv a lar^'e luniiher of the enemy. 
Two oHi!-eis, Capt. llaigh, of the Sixth 
Dragoons, and l^ieut. Wilkinson, of the 
Australia Horse, were made prisoners 
and twenty-one men are still unaccounted 
for. 

"Some of theiu may have turned up as 
the cavalry covered a considerable dis- 
' tance on May 10, and men reported mis- 
sing have been rejoining during the last 
few days." 

The above despatch refers' to the losses 
sustained by the Inniskillings on May 
10, as detailed in the despatch of the .\s- 
socinted Pre.'^s on Saturdny last. The 

■ troopers were iircd ou while unsaddling 
their horses, having approached the 
■kraal unsuspiciously, while a white flag 
was Hying from it. 

London, May 14.— 0.1'J p.m. — The war 
olliee has publisluid a despatch from 
Lord llobert.s, dated Kroonstad, Sunday, 
May I'.i, giving the correspondence be- 
tween Lord Itoberls and President 
Krugor relative to the alleged ill-treat-

The country 'is now practically in our 
. lutndii "and its affairs will >be administered 
by our ofBcials. Necessarify at the out- 
set the government will iie of a mili- 
tary character, but it will hi; so carried 
ou as to conviuce the courageous Fri 
Staters that iu losing tlieir independence 
they have gained their freedom. They 
lau.st be tired of the fighting and to be 
ijuilc ready to return to their homes and 
resume the artis of peace. Those who do 
so will be not be punished ia any ■vray, 
but tliose who persist iu opposition, and 
eapecially any who cross into the Trana 
vaal to fight against ns, can hardly 
c.xi)eet the same leniont treatment. 

It is now said that Steyu has removed 
liLs headiiuarters to Heiibron, which he 
(leotareB is his capitaL Heiibron is about 
as -far from Kroonstad as Lindley Is, but 
it lies to the northeast instead of to the 
east aud hence is nearer the railway aud 
the line of march which Lord Roberts 
will toUow in adrancing to the A'aal. 
'Heiibron has a branch railway, but no 
two of the maps agree as to tlte point at 
which it joiim the main lino. 

The renewal of activity iu Natal makes 
it desirable to remind readers that Dun- 
dee, which is General Buller's present oli- 
jcctive point, i:i -17 miles from Lady- 
amitb. The Biggarsherg range runs east 
and west, crossing the railway line at 
right antiles. Glencoe and Dundee lie 
immediately north of the range. BuUcv 
appears to have moved eastward along 
the plain eouth of the range as fur as 
Helpmakaar, a town not far from tlie 
Buffalo river, and in the vicinity of 
Itorke's Drift. Then he turned the en- 
emy's position and advanced northward 
on Dundee, which, as most readers will 
remenibcr, is not on the main line of 
railway but on a spur. With Duiulee 
in our po6session the enemy must with- 
draw from all positions iu the IJi^'^'ars- 
hvig, .nnd will bo prevented from making 
demonstration in Buller's rear if he de- 
cides to send a part of his force across 
the DrakonslHirg by way of Van Heen- 
an's I'as.s. lie may decided to do this, 
or he may content hirascll with driving 
the enemy before hhn out of Northern 
Natal, doing on the Durban-Pretoria rail- 
way what Itoberl.s is doing on the Jilid- 
laiul.< railway. Tlie distance froni Glen- 
coe .lunctjon to I'retoriu is 181 miles. 
The frontier at Laing's Nek Is ditaoult to 
force, but there is a way round via Ut- 
recht. We doubt if very stubborn re- 
sistance will be offered to his advance, 
if his operations at Dundee arc croAvned 
with any largo measure of success.

THE OIUKNTAIi (iUIOSTION. 

While tiio qiiestion of Oriental immi- 
gration does not enter directly into the 
pending ejactieu contest,' it forms the 
subject of so nnicU discussion and 
comes so closely home to -the people of 
British Columbia, that it may be advis- 
able to deal Willi it ai: some length, if 
for no other reason tlia;i lo correct some 
erroneous impressions that are very gen- 
eral. Very many of the candidate- 
have declared their views on this (iiies 
tioii. but it is a mistake to suppose that 
the provincial legi.slature has the iK>wer 
to settle il. We uiust take the coustitu 
tioiuil situation as we lind it. It was 
uot made yesterday, ur last week, or last 
year. The Turner government was not 
responsible for it; tKe Semlin govern 
meiit did nothing to create' it, aud the 
.\laiiiii government can do nothing to 
alter it. • . 

There is almost complete uuauimity of 
sentiment on the (luestion of Oriental 
immigration, so far as the people ol 
British Columbia are concerned. If t 
caiulidalv" s!it>uld declare Uimsclt favor 
able to tile uiu-eslrictcd immigration of 
Chinese aud Japanese, he could not save 
his deposit iu any constituency in this 
province. There would be no more cer- 
tain way of inviting politic:il extinction 
This is nut Ijecaiise of a popular preju- 
dice against these races, for we do not 
know that any such prejudice exists. It 
is the outcome of a thorough comprehen 
sion of what unrestricted iiu.nigration 
from the Orient will mean for thi; 
liroviiice. Hence there is not and there 
cannot be iu liriiish Columbia anything 
at all resembling an Oriental iiuestiou 
before the electors. All political partie 
are upon the same platform in thJs re- 
spect. Tliere may be a differenc 
opinion as to what is the best line of 
action for the provincial legislature to 
take ill dealing With the iiuostion, and 
it is for this reason that we propose to 
state the constitutional ciuestion 
plain way so as to make it intelligible 
to laymen, who have ueither leisure nor 
oiiportuiiity to examine into the legal 
proiiositioiis involved. 

The powers of the provincial legis- 
latures are limited by the British North 
America Act, that is, the Imperial 
statute under which the British North 
American provinces wore confederated 
This province came under the scope of 
this act by the Terms of Union, and 
thereby surrendered to the parliament of 
Canada the right to deal exclusively 
with certain subjects. One of these is 
the rights of aliens in Canada. Sectiou 
01 of the B. N. A. 'Act declares what 
subjects can bo dealt with only by par- 
liauieut, and one of the specifications is 
expressed in these words: 

" Naturalization and Aliens." 

We draw attention to the fact that 
this does not read, as so many suppose, 
" Naturalization of Aliens." In the first 
draft of the act this specification nion- 
tioued Naturaiiiiation only. If this had 
been finally adopted, the local legis- 
latures would probably have had the 
power tinder the clause giving them 
jurisdiction over "Property aud Civil 
Rights " to define what the rights of 
aliens, as such, are in the respective 
provinces; but other considerations pre- 
vailed and t*ie Imperial purlin inent 
enacted that in the Dominion of Canadd 
the rights of aliens, as .such, should be 
under the control only of the parliament 
of the Dominion. It is not necessary 
to go Into the reasons which led to this 
conclusion. They may have been sound 
or they may have been unsound. The 
important thing is that it was reached, 
and it is of interest to mention that this 
was long litfiire any fpiestion as to 
Oriental immigration into Canada had 
arisen. In fact the Imperial statute was 
passed for the provinces of Ontario, 
Quebec, New Brunswick and Nova 
.Scoti.i. At that time British Columbia 
had not entered into the consideration of 
anyone as a part of the confederation. 
When this is thoroughly understood it is 
likely to put a new face upon the quos 
tion from that which It boars, when it ia 
regarded as a matter of more recent 
origin. 

Such being the law, it i.s clearly not 
within the power of the local legislatures 
to deal with the rights of aliens as such 
It was on this general principle that th( 
.Tudicinl Coinmittee iii the Privy (^oiinci! 
hold the Coal INIinos Regulation Act to 
be outside of the jurisdiction of the local 
legislature, and although the anti- 
.Tnpanose laws were disallowed for 
rensnns of Imperial policy, there is 
hardly any room for doubt that they 
might have been hold to he uneonslitii- 
tioual by the highest court of appeal, if 
they had. been; allowed to remain upon 
the statute book. ' 

This brings us to the other phase of 
vhe qiiostioii. namely, that of Imperial 
policy. It is essential to the very exist- 
ont^e o£'the Empire thiit the^crown shall 
have the dotorminntion of Imperial 
policy. Strike down the central author- 
ity and the Empire will go to pieces in a 
niomont. The only visible bond between 
Canada and Australia consists in this 
common iillogiance tc the crown of the 
United ,;Klngdpm,"^^^D.oubtleBS there are 
many aympatliotic" grounds of unity, but

except so far as this one particular, the 
two countries are as independent of 
each other us are Prance nnd Germany. 
It can haidli' bo necessary to make any 
aiguDicnt .as to the necessity for an Im- 
perial policy, andvof .the dutj5^.,j>Jj* each of 
the component parts of " tlie'*'Bmplre to 
give their ?,oyal adherence to that polic.v. 
Yet .'X is uct only legitimate, but it is the 
houudeii duty of any portions of the Em- 
pire, which .believe, that pojicy to be a 
mistaken one. to use every conslitutlonal 
means to conviuce tliose who direct it 
that .1 change is needed; but until the 
established policy has becu reversed, it 
is our duty to submit loyally to it and 
endeavor to obtain the best results from 
it. At preaunt the policy of the Empire 
is to maintain friendly relations with 
.fapan. We cannot tell at what time 
issues may arise, which may render the 
friendship of Japan valuable to us. A 
great commercial, and political problem 
is bf>iiig worked out ou the Pacific Ocean 
and in Eastern Asia. We have larger 
interests, as citizens of the Empire, in 
the Orii'iit than those iiividved in even 
the present large iiillux of .lapanese. 
We must not lose sight of these. ^^'e 
must not forget that in the future of 
tlie Orient we in this province are per- 
haps more deeply concerned thiiii are the 
inhabitants of any other part of llio 
Kmpife. We must not forget that we 
are one in many things with our fellow 
subjects everywhere, and that if at times 
we may find Imperial policy bear hardly 
upon us locally, on tbo other hand we 
.have much to expect from the protecting 
arm of the Mother (Country. But this is 
only one aspect of the caac. Tlie pres- 
ent policy of the I3mpire, taken in con- 
nection with the hesitation of the Do- 
minion government nnd parliament to 
(leal with the Oriental nuestion, is doing 
us much harm and may do us much 
more. Now. while we are bound to 
give a loyal support to the policy of the 
Empire, we have also a perfect right to 
urge by every constitutional means that 
this policy shall be so altered as to re- 
lieve us of the harm directly resulting 
to us from it. We must show to the 
Imperial governnipiit that we have ox- 
rellent reasons, not merely of a local, 
hut of an Imperial character, why this 
weatorn part of Canada should not be 
overrun with cheap Oriental labor. The 
case is so good a one that It only needs 
to be presented to gain sympathetic at- 
tention. 

Mr. -Martin says: "Let us enact the 
disallowed acts a.s often as they are dis- 
allowed." But wo submit that there an 
reasons why^ this ought not to bo done 
I'li the first place wo have not ground fiu' 
.•issiiuiiiig the attil'lde of the Imperia 
govenimeiit towards us to be hostile, and 
thus we lay ourselves open to the chargo 
of doing, if we pursue such an lU-ad 
vised course, as this. On the contrary, 
we have reason to know that this atti 
tilde Is not hostile. Mr. Chamberlain in 
his •■.•orrespoudenco last year expres 
piiini od out that legislation along the lines 
of tlte Natal law woiild be unobjectiou 
able. This was the act of a triciid, not 
ns an enemy, aud to meet such a friendly 
overture with a rc-eiinctment of disal 
luweil le,;islatioii would be a very sriise- 
le.ss procedure. Through Mf. Uhnmher- 
liiin, the Imperial government 'has said 
in substance: "We sympathize with 
what you wish to accomplish, but there 
are reasons of policy why wo cannot ap- 
prove of the method you have followed. 
Here is another even more efflcadous 
method which we should be glad to see 
adopted." What more can we nsk than 
this, so far ns the Imperial government 
are concerned"? It is quite true that the 
legislature of this province cannot pass 
an act similar to the law in force in 
Natal, but this i« not the fault of tiie 
Imperial governmeiil. We have- shown 
that tlir- responsibility rests "with the 
framers of the sclu'me of confederation, 
and that the Oriental questiou could not 
possibly. have entered into consideration 
when this scheme was formed. We can 
understand that in the event of the- Par- 
liaiiient of Canada lefusing to provide 
an adequate remedy 'for the evil com- 
plained of, we should appeal to the Im- 
perial Parliament for the amcndtnont of 
the British North America Act so as to 
confer the power to do so upon the pro- 
vincial legislatures; but it is surely pre- 
mature to talk of this now. Wo arc 
promised satisfactory legislation from Ot- 
tawa. If wi. do not get it, then we may 
very properly proceed to lay our griev- 
ance at the foot of the throne, and as 
liiyal liritisli subjects wo must mlmit 
that this has in recent times never failed 
to bring about the desired results. To 
bombard the Imperial governmnnt with 
legislation that is certain to be <lisallowed 
would surely be a mistake until 
other expedient lias been 'exhau.ited. But 
there is another .reason, why we should 
not re-enact the disallowed laws, and It 
h:is been alluded to above, namely, the 
fact that if the Governor-General did 
not iutcnfcre and disallow them, the 
courts woulij yery. probably set them 
aside as unconstitutional. Tims to pur- 
sue the coiirso recomniondod by Mr. Mar- 
tin would cause unpleasant friction where 
none ahould exist, nnd very probably .in 
the end would' reshlt^ in sltniply.- nothing 
at all. ' 

The proper way in which to deal with 
the Orieutal question is to first wait up- 
on the action of ^'th#^ Dominion Parlia- 
ment; •'This 'cannot W long deferred. 
Before the provincial legislature meets 
we will have learned what 'the Lauricr 
ministry proposes to do on this question. 
If nothing is done,''-pr if what Is' d<m^ 
unsntisfnctory, theri' lt will become' the 
duty of the British Columbia legisla- 
ture to lay before the l''cderal govern- 
ment and also before the Imperial gov- 
ernment a . strong statement of the case 
and insist respectfully and firmly niwn 
redrij.srt being p^mired. This is the loynl, 
conimon-sens;-^ nnd cohstltutional way to 
proceed. The other course suggested ia

BUSY DAY IN COURT. 

Elliott Committed For Trial on a 
Charge of Forgery— Minor Cases. 

A pitiable ease cauic before the police 
magistrate yesterday morning. John T. 
Elliott, the sealer arrested iii Nanaimo, 
was given, his preliniii^ary hearing on the 
charge of forging'', the name of E. B. 
Marvin &' Co. to two cheeks. for ?.37 each 
which lie had cashed at the IJmpire and 
Oi'cidintal hotels. Only one charge 
^\as i)rcssed. and on this he was com- 
niitteil for trial. Elliott's mind is cer- 
tainly niilialauced, the result, it is said, 
of sunstroke, and while he suffers from 
several delusions, he Still has regard for 
liis family, one of his brothers beiag Sir 
Henry Elliott, a staff OflBcer in South 
Africa. The unfortunate maii confided 
to nn officer that he had made up bis 
mind to commit suicide when arrested 
in Nanaimo, but concluded that this 
would give greater publicity to his case 
and pain his sister. When told by tho 
magistrate of the seriousnesB of the 
crime of forgery, Elliott simply shrugged 
his shoulders and said: "Weil, I'm at 
the fag end of my life, anyhow." He 
said be was controlled by some power 
whoa he committeo the forgery, a 
power, he added, " which if it ordered 
mo to go and kill Kruger I would have 
to obey." BUiotfis a' well "spoken- and 
apparently well educated man. He will 
probably, plead guilty at the trial.

At 12.30 ou Sunday morning the 
Strathcona hotel, the summer resort 
structure erected ou the shores of 

Sliawnigan Lake at Shawnigan Station 
iiy the Sli:iwni!,'an Lake Hotel Co., Lim- 
ited, stood an enihlem of the cuterpriso 
of its originators and in the front line of 
tile tourist resorts of the province; two 
luiiuri later all that remained of it were 
three blackened chimneys and a few 
smoking embers. 

Fire, mysterious, herce and sudden, 
swept the pretty structure to swift des- 
truction before a hand could he raised 
to stay the work of ruin. Within a week 
it -was iutcuded that the hotel nhould 
have been thrown open for the receptiou 
of guests. Contractor Fred Sherbourn 
and .his staff of workmen ■were engaged 
in nutting the finishing touches to the 
building. Four of tben-81 •be.drooms,attd 
the bar had been furnished and the' large 
kitchen range iustaiicd. 

Am late as 11.30 on 'Saturday evening 
all was quite about the place, and there 
was no sign of the presence of tho lire- 
Heiid. At 12.30 tho carpenters who had 
lieen at work on the building and who 
were asleep in the bunk-house were 
aroused iiy tin? cracking of flames. ^Ir. 
Slieriiourne was liastily aroused, but in 
an instant the liotel was a 'mass .of fire 
and Ijcyond all hope of being saveil, even 
\vere tlie most modern npplilinces for lire- 
liglitiiig at hand. 

Till' origin of the fire is a mystery. 
Tliere had lieen no liro.s in tlie building 
for drying or other purposes and overy- 
one is at a lus.s to account for its des- 
truction. 

Tile tiiitei was owned by the Sh'iwn!- 
gan Lake Hotel Company, Limited, Geo. 
L. Courtenny being president; K. Crow- 
Baker, K. B. Pemberton, H. M. Grahauio 
and Otto Weiler directors, and J. S. 
Floyd secretary-treasurer. 

Tlio loss is partially covere<l by insur- 
ance. The contract price of the building 
was $14,000; and an insurance policy for 
$11,000 was carried. But the loss will 
be considerable on account of the bar 
fixtures and some furniture recently be- 
ing installed on which there was no in- 
surance. Among the heaviest sufferers 
will be the dozen or more unfortunate 
carpenters, who, in the majority of 
casi.'s, lost all their stocii-in-trade — their 
chests of tools. 

As will be seen 'from tho accompany- 
ing photograph of the building, it was 
one of the handsomest touriHt hotels on 
the Coast. It contained thirty-one bod- 
rooms, two dining rooms, two drawing 
rooms, and sitting rooms and smoking 
apartments. It was intended that it 
should be furnished in an elegant and 
luxurious fashion; and, situated as it 
was, amid surroundings the equal of 
which in beauty and general attractive- 
nees it would be hard to excoll on tho 
continent, it would assuredly have taken 
a position among the famous tourist and 
health resorts ot flie I'acific Coa.st. 

1'he haiidsoniC grounds alnut the build- 
ing have received tlioir finishing touches 
from tile liands of tlie landscape garden- 
er, the promenade bridge t.i tlie little pen- 
iisiila a(.TOss the hay on which the hotel 
pointed hart been comiileicd, a bicycle 
path, and everything was in 'oadiness for 
tile grand opening on S.ituvdnv evening 
next. 

The opening has been postponed — but 
not for long. On August 1 a new Stratb- 
i-nna hotel will rise on the site of the 
short-lived structure which perished in 
tho early hours of Sunday morning, the 
management of the company having giv- 
en orders for the immediate re-building 
of the same. The contract calls for its 
completion on August 1. Large gangs of 
men will immediately set to work and it 
is hoped that on the evening of that day 
an opportunity will lie afronied Victorians 
of visiting the prettiest summer resort 
hotel in the province. 

W. E. Green, of Xanaimo, will have 
charge of the hotel; ami in securing him 
the management has made an excellent 
choice, ns ho is in every sense thorough- 
ly competent and deservedly and widely 
popular.

MOUB NEW BUILDINGS. 

Mr. Hepburn Erecting Another Block ou 
Government aud Cormorant Streets. 

Mr. .Toll II Hepburn, who recently 
creeled a new block at the- corner of 
Coriiioraut and Store streets, and is 
erecting tho three-story building on 
Yates street for Messrs, Either & Loisor, 
has purchased from the executors of the 
DcCosmos estate the property at the 
corner of Cormorant and Government 
streets, including the Prince of Wales 
saloon and the vacant lot on Cormorant 
street.

This was secdndid by! Aid. Williams. 

Aid. Beckwith objected to the amend- 
ment.

Aid. Stewart thought the owners ot the 
lotH have been very liberal In their of- 
fer— they did not ask for compvtUsatiun 
for the land ut all, only for the taxes 
jiaid, 

Aid. Vatcs said tiie owners could af- 
ford to be liberal when ligurlug the taxa- 
tion ou compound interest. 

Aid. Beckwith tliought it unfair that 
Aid. Kinsman should Ihiuk that it was 
intended to do au injustice to any one. 
lie could not under.staiiH wliy tlie own- 
ers of tho lots iu dispute, if thoy had 
llie deeds, did not fence them up instead 
of having the city light the case. 

Aid. Yates thought the iiiotiuii should 
pass, as he ht-iieved the plan proposed 
was the best way of settling the dilllculty, 
He thought Aid. •Kinsman's motion was 
brought in for the sole purpose ot de- 
feating what would be tho means of 
eqiiilably settling the dispute. 

Aid. Brydon explained that the own- 
ers of the property had not been jjayiug 
taxes ou ,the whole of the lots, as tvbere- 
as the rond cut through property, the 
as.sessor had made a reduotion. 

Aid. Kinsman said that this was not 
the case. It had only been done in spe- 
cial cases. 

The aiiiend.'ueiit was lost on a tie vote. 
The resolution was lost also on a tie vot(^. 

Aid. Brydon moved that the action of 
tho council in the matter of the iuiprove- 
me^it o£ Linden avenue lie reconsidered. 
There were ii number of go'jd residences 
going lip and he thought it would be ad- 
vantageous to accept tho offer of Messrs, 
neifcterniaiin & Co. to pay tho sum of 
••jilUO towardd tho cost oi: opi.'uiug up the 
street. Carried. 

A motion ordering several small 
buildings condcumcd by the sani- 
tary inspector to he removed or destroyed 
was fonnuUy passed, and the council ad- 
journed.

Liberals Join Hands With Con- 
servatives In Order to 
Down Martin. 



The Four Oppvsitlon Candidates 
Endorsed at Last Night's 
Meetini]. 



Owing to a failure to connect ou the 
part of the lamplighter the meeting called 
at Philharmonic hall last evening came 
very nearly falling into tlie category of 
the "might have t-eenti." However, ut- 
ter a praiseworthy display of piiticnce on 
thu part o£ the audience and a thorough 
forugiug of the neighborhood for eoul 
oil lamps, two of these primitive illumin- 
auts were produced' and placed on a 
table on the platform. After consider- 
able coaxing by one of the orgaui-zers of 
the gathering a gas jet at the extreme 
opposite end of the hall was persuaded 
to burn and attracted by this light the 
crowd which had been standing oa the 
sidewalk filed in and took seats, they 
being furtiier a£6'ared that a line man 
was at woric trying to locate the leak in 
the lighting wires, and that in a few 
minutes all would be loyely. The meet- 
ing, -while not by any menus an enthus- 
iastic one, was an exceedingly orderly 
one, and as pointed out by some of its 
promoters was productive of good inas- 
uiuch as it removed the last vcstage of 
doubt uu to Uio Htand taken on the ques- 
tion of party liues by Messrs. Turner, 
llelmcken, liall aad Md'hilUps, aiiu 
should result iu the full weight of the 
Liberal party beiuif thrown in the scales 
for the four oppoiiition candidates and 
good government. 

Ki-ilayor Iledt'eru was after some ile- 
lay voted to the chair, on takiug which 
he read tbe retsolutiou calling the iiieet- 
iug and explained that it was not called 
with any hostile iuteutiou to the four 
candidute.s already uomiuatod. The idea 
was to see if there was not some means 
by which not only the support of Con- 
servatives m.-ight bo secured for those 
candidates but also of all Liberals wlio 
were opposed to Hon. Joseph Martin. 
The prmcipai object was to ascertnin 
whether the four candidates would 
pled;,'e themselves that iu the case of 
tbe defeat of the present miuiMtry they 
will not form a cabinet on D<yuiuioii 
party liues. He understood that all 
four had given u promLse in this respect, 
lu the opposition candidates he thought 
Victoria had four good uieu, and ll^' such 
an urraugemeut as proposed werei.'cou- 
suinmated the results would be for the 
best;;) Mft 'Kedfern tlysn called, upon 
Major Ben Williams, who read the tol 
lowing resolution: 

"Uetiolved that in the opiuion of this 
meeting the government of Hon. Joseph 
Martin should be oi)poscd regardless of 
Dominion party liues by candidates who 
will stand pledged to primarily oppose 
the formation of a purely Liberal or 
purely Conservative government in the 
legirilature." 

lu explanation of the resolution Mr. 
Williams said that he had waited ou the 
four candidates yesterday ufternooii and 
that after iusertiug the word "priinnrily" 
tliey had one and all accepted the resolu- 
tion and promised to attend the meeting. 

Ijieut.-Col. Gregory iu seconding the 
resolution was of opinion that it was ab- 
solutely necessary that thwc who were 
opposing Hon. Joseph Martin should com 
bine regardless of their stand in 13o- 
minion politics. It would have been iin- 
iwsaible for many Liberals to support the 
four opposition candidates who had been 
nominated by a Liberal-Conservative 
convention unletss some such pledge 
that sought hJid been given. It would be 
unfair to Liberals to ask them to sup- 
port candidates with this as an open 
question. For his own part he wanted 
!i distinct pledge that after Mr. Martin's 
defeat no attempt would <be made to 
form a government on Dominion party 
lines* There was no resison wl<y a party 
should not be formed for the good of the 
province regardless of their Dominion 
party fealty. No doubt the iiarty leadens 
in the Bast would be glad to see a pro- 
vincial government on strict party lines, 
but if such a thing did iake place it would 
be in order that they could advance their 



party's interests ;n this part of the Do- 
minion. 

Mr. E. V. Bodwell then came forward 
at the call of the audience. He was, he 
said, heartily in favor of tlie resolution 
and had never seen the force of runniiig 
provincial matters on Dominion party 
lines. All (lucstioiis in thiw part of the 
Dominion had to be dealt with by a very 
small population and they should be dis- 
cussed by the best men gathered from 
both partiee in tbe province. Hon. Joseph 
Martin himself had only a year ago 
spoken uunt strongly against running 
provincial politics ou Dominion party 
line<i. It was true the four opposition 
candidates had been nominated .by a ! 
ral-Constrvative convention, but la plac- 1 
ing Mr. Hall's name on the ticket it 
should have iicen sufficient guarantee to 
any rea^^nabie man 'that it i.wa"' not in- 
tended to tiih the electloiii^oii Dominion 
party' .lines. The present was far too 
grave a crisis in which to introduce party 
lines; if 'they wore ever to bo introduced, 
as there was now a common danger and 
all should' -unite in an attempt to over- 
come it. He would like to impress on 
all present to go in and support the four 
opposition rnndidates most heartily, a.s 
the eyes of the rest nf the province were 
on Victoria, and it should set a good ex- 
ample by defeating the supporters of Mr. 
.Martin in this city. This would show 
to the rest of the province and the Do- 
minion 'It large that we would not toler- 
ate (such things as had lately taken place 
in politics hero. (Applause.) 

1 ho resolution was then put and car- 
ried. I > 

Mr. Helmcken, as one of the four can- 
didates, expressed his .pleasure at the 
cordial reception that had been gfven 
him. The question of the moment was 
net one of policy, but as t6 how long wo 
were to have in power the present party. 
All good citissens should ebilt ' tosether 
and work for this end and the -vrelfare of 
this glorious province. The issue of 
party lines was nt this juncture a dead 
letter. He wouUU pledge his word of 
honor that there was no truth in tbe 
rumor that either he or his colleagues 
had pled;red themselvcH to aid iu the iu- 
stallation of a government ou party linos 
in the event of the defeat of the present 
government. He would nsk all who 
could of those present to lend a hand 
and assist, not only in. canvassing, but 
to attend future meetings and help in 
organizing, the campaign. 
■ Mr. Hall was the next speaker, and 
said he bad been satisfied that, -when he 
had received the oomintion of the Con- 
servatives that it -waa tantamount on 
their part to an admission that it was 
not proposed to run this election 
party lines.

battles to give success to the cause of 
British arms, believing tliat -the native 
races will be vastly benefited thereby, 
that the cause of liberty will be enhanced, 
that commercial and industrial prosper-- 
ity will reign for evermore, and that ou 
every baud there shall be more room for 
the coining of tlie Kingdom of God."
